An article in the Panis ConsrirvrionneEL, 
ridiculing 2 ministerial journalist from hinting 
that Prince PorraNac may succeed in estab- 
lishing the Frewcu aristocracy on a footing 
similar to that of the Bririsn, gives occasion 
for the following unceremonious remarks in the 
Lonpow Monwine Cxrnonmicie:—** We could 
only have wished our Contemporary had known 
a little more of our Aristocracy, and the benefits 
it cc-fers on the nation, before praising it. As 
to the idea of its being strong on account of its 
antiquity, it is quite erroncous; there is no Aris- 
tocracy in Europe so generally modern, aud this 
is the source of its strength. Riches in England 
are the only of respect; and the titles 
are merely respected, because wealth is gene- 
rally associated with them. The French Aris- 
tocracy, before the Revolution, lost themselves 
by setting up antiquity against wealth, which 
united all the rich men, without claim to anti- 
quity against them. But in England the Aris- 
tocracy is opened regularly to all the rich; so 
that any man who makes a fortune as a gamb- 
ler, as a fraudulent contractor, as a speculator 
upon ’Change, knows well that, though he him- 
self may not receive a title, in a generation or 
two his decendants will reecive it. Our Peerage 
and Bei:vuviage contain even Christian Jews, 
elevated immediately, and not in their decend- 
ants. If Ikey Solomons bad not been cut pre- 
maturely short in his career, and a rich receiver 
of mail-coach parcels had not been blown upon 
in the evidence before the Police Committee, 
they would probably have worked their way up to 
the Peerage. It is this which makes the English 
Aristocracy so much strouger than any Aristo- 
cracy ever yet known in the world, possessing, as 
it dues, so large a snare of what, in modern 
times, is of all powerful efficacy. The Dukes of 
Northumberland and Buccleugh are powerful, 
not because they are Dukes (for a poor Duke 
will, in this country, be a standing joke to 
every waiter at an inn,) but because the one has 
250,000/. a-year and the other nearly 200,000/.””

The advantages to result from the introduc- 
tion of steamboats on the Ruine and the Da- 
NuBE, are illustrated, in an ENGuiem journal, 
by a modern traveller's description of the vehi- 
cles now used on the last named of these famous 
rivers:—‘t The boats on the Danube, though of 
various names and sizes, are nearly all of one 
shape. That which I hired is called in the pecu- 
liar patois of the Bavarian boatman, a Weitz- 
zille, and is the sort of conveyance particularly 
appropriated to private travelling. It is about 
forty feet long, and composed of rough deal 
planks, naiicd radely together, the ribs being of 
natural branches, and caulked with moss. In the 
centre is a kind of awning, or rather hut, of the 
same unpretending materials. It is fat bottomed 
as are all the craft upon this river, and in short, 
is little more than a large rude punt. Sails are 
unknown upon the Danube; it is therefore rowed 
by two men, and steered by a third, with long 
clumsy-looking paddies, tied to upright posts, 
upon which every now and then water is flung 
to make them work easy and avoid ignition. 
The coche d'eau, or common passage boat, is 
rather larger, and is called a gamsel, or a kell- 
haimer. Those used for the conveyance of mer- 
chandise are known by the names of hochnauen, 
klobsillen (facetiously termed vessels of the line 
by Professor Schultes,) nebenbeys, schwern- 
mera, &c., all of the same fashion, keelless, sail- 
less, thei plain deal sides daubed with broad, 
perpendicular stripes of black paint, their only 
ornament. Some of the larger are nearly one 
hundred and fifty feet long; and, in ascending 
the river, are towed, four or five together, by 
from thirty to forty horses. The drivers are 
called jodelen, and a more singular set of beings 
can scarcely be imagined. In appearance they 
are something between the English dustman and 
draymaa, but the lowest of vcither of those 
worthies might pass for a scholar and a geatle- 
man by the side of a real jodet. From the mo-

This, however, he 
declared, in the presence of a magistrate and the 
officers of the prison, to be untrue, as she died 
in the county Wicklow, of what he called a 
** galloping decay.’’ Owing to the carelessness 
of the executioner the knot uf the rope opened 
when the unfortunate man was let from tie 
drop, and he fell on his back. When he was 
raised from the ground he exclaimed, ** Loan, 
where am I going?’’ and, afier a prayer, he 
again ascended with a steady step, and was 
shortly launched into eternity without one con- 
vulsive struggle. On Sunday the town was 
thrown into great confusion by an immense mob 
pursuing the executioner who hanged the man on 
Saturday.* The bungling manner in which he did 
his duty increased the populer detestation of his 
profession, and had it not been for the mterven- 
tion of the police and military, it is impossbie to 
say to what extremes the excitement might have 
gone.
